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Call for contamination checks at controversial site 

RESIDENTS RESIST 
TRAVELLER CAMP

RESIDENTS have vowed to 
conduct their own contamina¬ 
tion checks on a controversial 
site where a travellers camp is 
planned. 

Around 50 people gathered at the 
Apple Tree Inn in Coseley to voice 
their concerns over Dudley Council’s 
plan to create a temporary travellers 
transit site in Dudley borough, so the 
authority has more power to halt un¬ 
authorised camps. 

Proposals for the site in Budden Road were 
approved last month by the council’s planning 
I committee and the re¬ 
sults of a public consul¬ 
tation, which runs until 
Saturday, will give the 
community the chance 
to have their say. 

Resident Tony Shel¬ 
don, 70, said: “We are 
going to do our own test 
on the site to check for 
contamination. We’re 
prepared to do anything 
to stop it. We will fund 
it ourselves if we have 
to.”

Protesters have previously raised concerns 
over the safety of the site, which has been re¬ 
corded as containing foundry and construction 
waste. 


Cheaper 

Mr Sheldon said: “When you stop and look at 
the sites that were suggested, how they came 
up with this as the preferred site I have no idea. 
There are more appropriate and cheaper sites 
to convert. What really gets me is the fact that 
they couldn’t afford to refurbish the site a few 
years ago.” 

The issue was discussed for more than two 
hours by residents at the meeting. 

Mr Sheldon added: “It’s been said the site 
must not be near residents’ properties but it’s 
right at the back of people’s houses. There will 
be a 10 per cent depreciation in house prices be¬ 
cause of the site and house insurance will also 
be higher.”

Commissioner wants 
to end gun ‘subsidy 9 

HOME Secretary Amber Rudd has been 
urged to drastically increase fees that po¬ 
lice can charge for firearms licences to stop 
forces from ‘subsidising’ gun ownership. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner David Jamieson says the 
region’s cash-strapped force takes a finan¬ 
cial hit of nearly £37 every time it issues a 
firearms certificate. He said the total loss 
last year was £98,000. 

Current firearms charges do not meet 
West Midlands Police’s administration 
costs from processing applications and 
making the relevant checks.

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Tributes as true blue former nip dies, 75

FORMER Halesowen and Stourbridge 
Conservative MP - and arch Euroscep¬ 
tic - Warren Hawksley has died at the 
age of 75, following a short illness. 

Mr Hawksley, who was also a director 
at Staffordshire-based substance abuse 
charity | Re-Solv, was one of the Maas¬ 
tricht rebels, one of only a small number 
of Tories not to have voted for any part 
of that EU treaty. 

Mr Hawksley was known for his 
forthright views, particularly on law 
and order, having for many years called 
for the reintroduction of corporal pun¬ 
ishment for young offenders. 


He was the MP for Halesowen and 
Stourbridge from 1992-97, having previ¬ 
ously represented Wrekin from 1979-87. 

The Shropshire-born politician was 
renowned for his strong views on immi¬ 
gration and once called for a complete 
ban on immigration into the UK for five 
years. 

Tributes have poured in for Mr Hawk¬ 
sley, who has been living in France with 
his family in recent years. 

Mike Wood, the Conservative MP 
for Dudley South and a former Dudley 
councillor, campaigned for him in the 
1992 and 1997 elections. He said: “I got 


to know him beyond his slightly ‘full on’ 
public persona, and will remember him 
as a very kind and generous man, who 
was always very supportive.” 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis Con¬ 
servative MP James Morris, said: “He 
served as Halesowen’s MP for five years 
and is still fondly remembered by many 
for the way he represented the area and 
his strong opinions.” 

Stone’s Tory MP Sir Bill Cash said of 
his fellow Masstricht rebel: “He was a 
great Eurosceptic.” 

Mr Hawksley is survived by his wife 
Kathleen and two daughters. 


Cocaine king will have 
to pay back thousands 


THE KINGPIN of a multi-million 
pound cocaine racket centred on 
Kingswinford has been ordered 
to pay back more than £500,000 
of his ill-gotten gains. 

Khalad Uddin had lived a luxury 
lifestyle as he gathered more than £2 
million from his illegal activity, which 
saw him act as a link between Alba¬ 
nian gangsters in London and drug 
dealers in Kingswinford. 

The crook, who was last year jailed for 
16 years, has now been ordered to pay back 
some of his ill-gotten riches or face further 
time behind bars. 

At a confiscation hearing, Judge Mur¬ 
ray Creed declared Uddin had profited 
£2,016,351 from his offending. But the 
36-year-old had just £541,334.52 available 
to hand back to the authorities. 

Uddin’s property will be 
sold to gather some of the 
cash, Birmingham Crown 
Court heard on Friday. If 
he fails to pay up within 
the next three months he 
could face an extra five 
years in jail. 

The cocaine gang was 
smashed by undercover 
police and saw 14 crimi¬ 
nals last year jailed for a total of more than 
100 years. The network included a five- 
strong gang in Kingswinford. 

Uddin, described as the ‘spider at the 
centre of the web’, co-ordinated crooks in 
the Black Country, Oxford, the West Coun¬ 
try and London. The defendant, formerly 
of Little Brewery Street, Oxford, admitted 
money laundering and two counts of con¬ 
spiracy to supply cocaine. His jail term is 
running concurrently with a 14-year sen¬ 
tence for conspiracy to transfer firearms 
and ammunition. 

Uddin lived lavishly, spending £62,000 
on renting fast cars and expensive proper¬ 
ties. He had 70 pairs of designer jeans.

£20,000 bid 
to restore 
an historic 
burial site 

AN historic cemetery is set for a revamp 
after campaigners launched a bid to re¬ 
store graves and headstones. 

Lye and Wollescote Cemetery, near 
Stourbridge, is in line for the restora¬ 
tion after a bid was made by a friends 
of the cemetery group. Soldiers from the 
First World War are among those buried 
at the site. 

The move comes after the site’s chapel 
which houses Dudley Council’s Citizen¬ 
ship and Registration Services under¬ 
went a £1 million revamp in 2015 . 

A council report outlining the plans 
said: “An application has been received 
from Friends of Lye and Wollescote 
Cemetery, which supports the manage¬ 
ment of the cemetery so that it is a wel¬ 
coming, accessible place for everyone in 
the community to be proud of and enjoy. 

“The group is seeking £5,000 towards 
the £20,000 estimated cost of undertak¬ 
ing restoration to some of the famous 
graves and headstones in the cemetery, 
to enhance the walking tours for schools, 
students and the community.” 

The cemetery is looked after by the 
friends group. The site dates back to the 
Victorian era. 

Local historian and author Jean 
Weston said: “A lot of people who helped 
to build Lye during the 19th century as 
an important industrial area are buried 
there.” 

MP campaigns on 
job exploitation 

DUDLEY North MP Ian Austin has 
called for a ban on companies taking 
people on for unpaid work trials which 
have no guaranteed job offer at the end. 

Mr Austin said it was wrong that some 
businesses were asking potential staff to 
work for no money. 

He cites one case in which prospec¬ 
tive employees were told to work for 40 
hours before they would be considered 
for a job. 

The Labour MP said: “I’m not against 
proper work experience programmes for 
students but I have met young people 
in Dudley who have been expected to 
do unpaid shifts for free before they are 
even considered for a job. I think it is 
completely unacceptable. I want to see 
this exploitative practice banned. The 
Government should take action.”

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Teenager is 
locked up 
after drug 
raid on flat 

A TEENAGER has been locked up 
for three years after heroin and crack 
cocaine worth more than £4,000 were 
found in a raid on his flat. 

Shane Bowater tried to escape 
through the back door but he ran 
straight into a waiting policeman, a 
court heard. 

Mr Peter Grice, prosecuting, said 
officers converged on High Street, 
Lye, on February 27 last year. Bo¬ 
water, who was 17 at the time, tried 
to flee with a bag stuffed with drugs 
and associated paraphernalia but was 
caught and arrested. 

Inside the bag were 16 packets of 
crack cocaine with a street value of 
£770 and 80 wraps of heroin worth 
£820. Also found were £110 cash, a 
list of names and numbers, and a mo¬ 
bile phone with messages linking him 
to drug deals. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
a search revealed two digital scales, 
another dealer list and a mobile phone 
containing ‘relevant messages’, plus 
more heroin and crack cocaine. 

In total, he was in possession of 
£2,300 worth of heroin and crack co¬ 
caine with a street value of £1,840. 

Defending Bowater, Ms Nicole 
Steers said he had confessed to using 
and selling cannabis previously and 
claimed to have ‘found’ the heroin 
and crack cocaine. “He stole them,” 
she said. “He thought it was canna¬ 
bis.” 

She added that Bowater had to 
‘fend for himself’ when he was put 
into care after the deaths of both of 
his parents. 

Bowater, now 18, of Highland Road, 
Dudley, admitted two charges of pos¬ 
session of Class A drugs with intent to 
supply others. 

He was sent to a young offender in¬ 
stitution for three years. 

Walking on fire

Former Baggies star striker is bankrupt

FORMER West Bromwich Albion 
hero Lee Hughes has been declared 
bankrupt. 

Hughes, 41, who earned 
£20,000-a-week as a Premiership 
striker, joined non-league Halesowen 
Town FC earlier this month. 

The former roofer began his career 
at Kidderminster Harriers before 
joining the Baggies, leaving in 2001 
when he signed for Coventry for £5 
million. 

Last May he took his first steps in 
management when he became play¬ 
er-manager at Worcester City but 


ended his contract to join for Evo-Stik 
Premier side Halesowen Town. 

Hughes, who also played for AFC 
Telford, had two spells at the Baggies 
from 1997-2001 and 2002-2004, scor¬ 
ing 90 goals in 211 games. 

He scored 70 goals in 139 games for 
Harriers. 

Dangerous 

He scored 203 league goals with 
seven different clubs but spent three 
years out of the game when he was 
sent to prison in August 2004 for 
causing a death by dangerous driving. 


After his release from prison in 
August 2007, he played at Oldham, 
Blackpool, Notts County and Port 
Vale. He was then appointed as 
Worcester City’s joint manager, after 
agreeing to rejoin the relegated Na¬ 
tional League North side. 

The news of his bankruptcy was an¬ 
nounced in the London Gazette, the 
official public record for bankrupts, 
after a petition was filed in January 
and heard in the High Court earlier 
this month. 

Smethwick-born Hughes declined 
to comment. 


Pot luck with hole heap 
of cash to repair roads 


MORE than half a million pounds 
is being spent on mending Dud¬ 
ley’s crumbling roads after sub-ze¬ 
ro temperatures continue to cause 
havoc to the borough’s highways. 

Dudley Council has announced a further 
£164,000 to help repair damage to road sur¬ 
faces after a winter that has taken a heavy toll 
on local routes. 

It follows funding of £238,000 earlier this 
year and £150,000 in December. 

Bosses say potholes have been made worse or 
new ones appeared as freeze-thaw conditions 
leave their mark. 

The council has vowed to prioritise potholes 
despite slashing £300,000 from its streets 
budget in October. They claim to have ‘stream¬ 
lined’ the service by focusing on the borough’s 
biggest and busiest roads. The latest funding 
is part of an £844,000 pot of money from the 
Department for Transport paid to the West 
Midlands Combined Authority for the region. 

Harsh 

In Dudley, special pothole crews have been 
working round-the-clock since the harsh 
weather hit to tackle the damage left behind. 
The authority was already coping with damage 
caused by snow and ice in December. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, Dudley’s cab¬ 
inet member for environmental services, said: 
“The snow and ice we have had in recent weeks 
has really hit our roads hard - that’s something 
we cannot avoid - but this extra money will go 
a long way in helping us deal with the potholes 
and other road defects Our crews are working 
hard to identify areas and respond to reports, 
and I would like to thank motorists for bearing 
with us.” 

Council leader Patrick Harley has denied the 
authority’s focus on main roads means more 
minor streets would be left unattended due to 
budget cuts, insisting teams could often react 
to potholes on quieter roads more quickly with¬ 
out the need for major expense. 

The Department for Transport says the av¬ 
erage cost of each repair is £53 with a total of 
90,480 holes to be filled across the West Mid¬ 
lands.

Dirty instruments led 
to ops being cancelled

HOSPITAL patients had oper¬ 
ations cancelled on the day 
at Russells Hall as equipment 
was too dirty for doctors to 
use. 

Medical instruments returned 
dirty from the hospital’s sterilisa¬ 
tion department forcing the last 
minute cancellation of three oper¬ 
ations. 

The report, sent out by the Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust which 
runs the hospital, said: “We have had 
instruments returned from HSDU 
(Hospital Sterilisation and Decon¬ 
tamination Unit) either dirty or not 
in sufficient time for procedures to be 
undertaken resulting in on the day 
cancellations.” 

It comes after the it was revealed 
earlier this month that a man had a 
surgical instrument left inside him 
following an operation in October at 
Russells Hall. 

Diane Wake, chief executive of the 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, 
said: “We always do our best to make 
sure that operations and procedures 
go ahead as planned. However, some¬ 
times we do have to rearrange opera¬ 
tions due to unforeseen circumstances. 

“We work closely with our partners 
and the instrument manufactures to 
ensure all our surgical instruments 
are maintained, cleaned and available 
for surgeries. 

“Our patients are our priority, there¬ 
fore, if we are unable to safely perform 
an operation we will reschedule. 

“We recorded one incident in Febru¬ 
ary involving dirty instruments which 
led to three cancelled operations. 

“We monitor every theatre list care¬ 
fully and follow the national WHO 
(World Health Organisation) check¬ 
list so that any issue are reported and 
learnt from. We share that learning 
with all relevant staff.”

£90k role 
aiming to 
help council 
save money 

A £90,000-a-year officer is set to be 
hired by a Black Country council - 
and tasked with delivering millions of 
pounds worth of savings. 

Cash-strapped Dudley Council is 
looking to bring in the high-earning 
commercial chief to lead its cost-cut- 
ting strategy. The authority is aiming 
to save £15 million by shaking up the 
way it buys goods and services. 

Bosses said the new top officer 
would make the local authority more 
‘commercially savvy and efficient’. 

But opposition councillors warned 
they would be ‘keeping a close eye’ on 
the new post to ensure it was deliver¬ 
ing value for money. 

Council leader Patrick Harley said: 
“This is a very exciting and important 
move for us as we look to make this 
authority more commercially savvy 
and efficient than ever before. 

“The person coming in will specif¬ 
ically be tasked with making signif¬ 
icant savings. We are around 90 per 
cent self-sufficient, which means we 
rely less on Government subsidy but 
this appointment is about closing that 
gap even further. 

Benefit 

“The people who benefit from that 
in the long run are the taxpayers of 
this borough.” 

The new appointment will be tasked 
with ensuring the council makes bet¬ 
ter use of its funds and identify ways 
to bring more money in. 

The Conservative administration 
unveiled major investment plans last 
year, including a new leisure centre 
built in Dudley and two others in 
Stourbridge and Halesowen refur¬ 
bished. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, leader of the 
council’s Labour group, said: “We 
need to make sure that it is good value 
for money. Every position needs to be 
scrutinised and we will be seeking 
clarification that the outlay into this 
post is delivering results. We will be 
keeping a very close eye on this post.” 

A final decision on the post was due 
to be made by cabinet members yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday).

Final blow for Hippodrome campaign 



What now for Dudley Hippodrome? 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to save 
Dudley Hippodrome have had their 
last ditch hopes of reviving the for¬ 
mer venue quashed. 

Council bosses agreed to take the 
landmark on Castle Hill back into 
their possession from Black Country 
Hippodrome group after ruling that a 
five-year lease was unworkable. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet voted 
in favour of retaining the build¬ 
ing, which needs to have asbestos 
removed, after claiming the group 
which signed the lease in December 
2016 failed to hit targets. 


The decision made was ‘called-in’ 
to the council’s overview and scrutiny 
board with campaigners hoping it 
would be referred back to the cabinet. 

But now the Black Country Hippo¬ 
drome dream has evaporated, after 
councillors agreed to take back con¬ 
trol of the former theatre and bingo 
hall. 

Gordon Downing, who represented 
the Black Country Hippodrome 
group,said: “The council has been 
dead against it right from the word 
go. I’m not saying individual council¬ 
lors but the council in general since 


we started six years ago. Every obsta¬ 
cle has been put in our way. 

“If we can’t get funding because the 
council hasn’t backed us and we don’t 
have a 25-year lease, I would like to 
know how we’re supposed to get fund¬ 
ing to remove the asbestos.” 

Strategic director for Dudley Coun¬ 
cil, Alan Lunt, said: “I think what the 
group has done they should be proud 
of. But unfortunately, it has failed.” 

The future of the building remains 
unclear but it is understood that Dud¬ 
ley College has shown interest in the 
site. 


New police station at 
Brierley Hill proposed 


A POLICE station will be rebuilt in 
Brierley Hill and two others in the 
Black Country revamped as part of 
cost-saving plans. 

Brierley Hill Police Station, which is cur¬ 
rently the headquarters for the Dudley neigh¬ 
bourhood, will be rebuilt under an estate 
strategy by West Midlands Police. 

Wolverhampton’s Bilston Street police sta¬ 
tion and West Bromwich’s New Street station 
will be refurbished. 

The planned work has come to light in a 
proposal to close 24 stations across the West 
Midlands, including eight in the Black Coun¬ 
try, saving the force a total of £5 million a year. 

The money will go towards work on the new 
and existing stations, which could cost up to 
£56m. 

The force has said that the sale of the 24 sta¬ 
tions will protect 100 police officer posts. 

The proposal is being considered by West 
Midlands Police and Crime Commissioner 
David Jamieson this week. 

Brierley Hill ward councillor Rachel Harris 
said: “This is good news for Brierley Hill. But 
I’m concerned that a revamp will actually turn 
into a closure of other services and a loss of re¬ 
sources on the ground. 

Purpose 

“Brierley Hill Police Station isn’t fit for pur¬ 
pose. It has soldiered on and on and, particu¬ 
larly with austerity, it hasn’t had a chance to 
be brought up to scratch. I have been in there 
and the police cells are appalling.” 

Mr Jamieson said: “West Midlands Police’s 
plans protect the number of publicly accessible 
front desks in the Black Country and across the 
whole West Midlands. 

“It is also important that staff have modern 
facilities to help tackle emerging crimes, whilst 
saving money to protect police officer posts. 

“I am reviewing the chief constable’s estates 
proposals. I will make a decision after scruti¬ 
nising them.” 

Other stations to close in the Black Coun¬ 
try, under the proposals, are at Sedgley, Old¬ 
bury, Bilston Prouds Lane, Tipton, Aldridge, 
Wednesfield, Smethwick and Wednesbury.

UNSURPRISINGLY, public opinion is di¬ 
vided over plans to extend the badger 
cull to include Staffordshire.

LET’S get this right. West Midlands 
Police no longer has police stations in 
Walsall and Dudley, two of the biggest 
towns in the force area. It is also planning 
to shut down a further 24 stations, which 
will leave many of our suburban and vil¬ 
lage communities without a base, saving 
the force an estimated £5 million a year. 

Police and crime commissioner David 
Jamieson says the cuts are necessary 
to protect the number of officers as the 
force faces a squeeze on finances. 

“It’s important to remember policing is 
about people not buildings,” he says.

Misfortune can befall anyone, forcing 
them into poverty and homelessness. It 
is the greed of the conglomerates and 
the massive shopping centres that de¬ 
stroy town centres.

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Concern as more 
carry knives 'for 


young men 
protection' 


MORE than 1,600 people were cautioned or sentenced for 
carrying knives and offensive weapons in the West Midlands 
and Staffordshire in one year. 

Police say most of the people caught last year were young men aged 
15 to 19 who claimed they were carrying the weapons for protection. 

The number penalised for possession peaked over the two regions last year 
- with a total of 1,673 offenders - according to figures from the Home Office, 

the highest in the last eight years. The 
level dropped to 1,184 in 2014 but has 
since steadily risen. 

It brings into question the success of 
recent Government legislation, which 
sees people given a mandatory prison 
sentence when caught possessing a 
knife for a second time. The Chroni¬ 
cle’s sister newspaper the Express & 
Star is campaigning for offenders not 
to be given a second chance. 

Superintendent Ian Parnell said: 
“The consequences of carrying knives 
can be catastrophic. We’ve seen peo¬ 
ple suffer very serious injuries, while 
offenders can expect to spend many 
years behind bars. 

Shocking 

“If we look at the level of knife 
crime across the area we can see that 
although the statistics have increased 
recently - mirroring the national pic¬ 
ture - it comes following a considera¬ 
ble decline leading up to the last few 
years.There is still much work to do. 

“The people we find most often in 
possession of a knife in public are 
young men aged between 15 and 19. 

“A common excuse we hear is that 
it’s for their ‘protection’ but that is 
a total fallacy and it’s shocking how 
many times young men are seriously 
hurt by the very knife they are carry¬ 
ing.” 


Cinema will 
be dementia 
friendly zone 

A DEMENTIA-FRIENDLY commu¬ 
nity cinema has been launched in 
Coseley. 

The first screening by community 
organisation East Coseley Big Local 
will be on April 17 in Darkhouse Bap¬ 
tist Church in Darkhouse Lane. The 
movie is yet to be confirmed. 

It is part of efforts to support people 
living with dementia, their families 
and carers to continue to participate 
in entertainment. 

The cinema will be open to the 
wider community but the screenings 
will be enhanced to suit the needs of 
people living with dementia. Email 
neil@eastcoseleybiglocal.org.uk to 
book a place.

HE spent 32 years in the police force 
and once saved a woman and her baby 
from a burning flat. 

But Derek Blakeway will be most 
remembered for his love for classical 
music and Mozart, according to his 
proud widow, Margaret. 

Scores of Mr Blakeway’s friends and 
family turned out at Lawrence Lane 
Methodist Church in Cradley Heath 
last Monday to say their final farewells 
to the popular 82-year-old. 


Margaret, 79, said the couple would 
have celebrated their 59th wedding 
anniversary next month. 

“He was a very intelligent man and 
he was well-read. He loved every type 
of classical music. He really liked peo¬ 
ple. He was a very well-rounded man.” 

On April 1 1964, Mr Blakeway, who 
lived in Cradley Heath, made the head¬ 
lines for his bravery when he saved a 
mother and her three-month-old baby 
from a fire in Cape Hill, Smethwick. 


Mrs Blake way said: “I could smell 
the smoke on his uniform. He did not 
think he had done anything out of the 
normal. I was proud. I kept associat¬ 
ing that with the fact we had got a six- 
month-old baby.” 

Mr Blakeway, a constable in Smeth¬ 
wick and West Bromwich between 
1955 and 1987, was a keen sportsman, 
playing football and cricket. He is also 
survived by his sons, John and Mi¬ 
chael, and granddaughter Alice. 


Hard-hitting 
report looks 
at problems 

ALMOST 5,000 people in the Black 
Country and Birmingham are home¬ 
less. 

Also more than two-thirds of people 
are overweight (68 per cent) and in 
the West Midlands there are just 75 
jobs for every 100 residents. 

Those are among the findings of a 
hard-hitting report released by the 
University of Wolverhampton. 

The new report aims to help tackle 
some of the biggest issues facing com¬ 
munities across the region. 

The findings were uncovered at a 
launch event for Communities Uncov¬ 
ered, with a purpose to examine issues 
affecting the Black Country. 

Dr Steve Iafrati, a lecturer at the 
university who led the research, said: 
“This report provides an accessible 
way to identify areas of need and to 
begin to recognise the ways in which 
certain groups may need support¬ 
ing and that certain cycles may need 
breaking. 

“One of the outcomes of the report 
is to identify a range of indicators and 
challenges facing various geographi¬ 
cal areas within Birmingham and the 
Black Country. 

“With this information, it is pos¬ 
sible for the foundation to consider 
strategies for future funding, includ¬ 
ing which areas and themes to prior¬ 
itise.”

£350m boost to 
kick-start house 
building in region 

THE West Midlands has been handed a £350 million war 
chest to kick-start the region’s biggest house building 
programme in decades. 

Announcing the funding boost in his Spring state¬ 
ment, Chancellor Philip Hammond said the region had 
committed to delivering 215,000 homes by 2031. 

It includes a £100m land and housing fund for the 
West Midlands Combined Authority (WMCA), which will 
deliver around 8,000 homes on the Walsall to Wolver¬ 
hampton rail corridor. 

The deal comes after ministers revealed plans to bring 
the line back into use, including new railway stations at 
Willenhall and Darlaston. 

The housing fund will focus on preparing brownfield 
sites for redevelopment across the Black Country with 
Smethwick highlighted as a key priority. It means the 
region will aim to build 16,000 homes a year, up from an 
average of 10,000 over the last three years. 

West Midlands Mayor Andy Street, said the deal was 
‘a huge milestone’ for the West Midlands that would 
help ‘relieve pressure’ on the greenbelt. 

That has been a major issue in Halesowen where cam¬ 
paigners have feared pressure for homes would result in 
developments along the town’s rural fringe. 


Taxpayers 
get bill for

Following a request from 
Mr Etheridge, Mohammed 
Farooq, the council’s mon¬ 
itoring officer, revealed 
investigating officer John 
Austin’s fee amounted to 
£1,286.45 for the investiga¬ 
tion. 

A further cost of £413.55 
is said to have been incurred 
due to council officers’ in¬ 
volvement in the investiga¬ 
tion. 

Massive 

Mr Etheridge, who is also 
a West Midlands MEP, said: 
“This is a massive bill of 
£1,700 for a witch hunt to 
close down free speech. The 
only punishment possible is 
a vote to censure me. 

“I can’t be kicked off any 
committees since my work 
as an MEP prevents me 
from sitting on any in the 
first place. 

“Labour group leader 
Pete Lowe knew this and 
yet still went ahead with the 
complaint at great expense 
to Dudley taxpayers. 

“That money could have 
been spent on things like 
tree maintenance and road 
safety.” 

Mr Etheridge posted two 
incendiary online videos 
following a heated full coun¬ 
cil meeting last year. He 
called the Labour group a 
‘procession of morons and 
imbeciles’. He labelled them

‘Socialist do-gooder bleeding 
heart Communist rat bags’ 
and ‘pathetic tin pot nobod¬ 
ies’. 

He also referred to the au¬

He said Dudley Council 
House should be demol¬ 
ished, and that he ‘wouldn’t 
care if councillors were in¬ 
side’ at the time.

Land swap 
for museum 
car park plan 

A NEW car park will be built at the 
Black Country Living Museum as 
part of its bid to attract thousands 
more visitors. 

Extra spaces will be created at the 
attraction on Tipton Road following a 
land swap deal with Dudley Council. 

Museum bosses have been keen to 
free up more room in order to provide 
extra space for vehicles at the popu¬ 
lar attraction, which is set for major 
growth over the next decade as it 
adds a 1960s zone to its Victorian and 
1930s attractions. 

Council bosses have agreed in prin¬ 
ciple to hand over the land to allow the 
car park to go ahead and it was due to 
be approved yesterday (Wednesday). 

In return, the museum will give the 
council a 1.5 acre patch of land it owns 
near to the recently approved Very 
Light Rail development and close to 
where the extension to the Metro line 
from Wednesbury to Brierley Hill will 
run. 

The Black Country Living Museum 
is hoping to attract an extra 200,000 
visitors a year once its expansion is 
complete. 

The £10 million project will see the 
museum grow in size by about a third 
and involve the creation of a new post¬ 
war town. Several iconic buildings, 
including the old West Bromwich Gas 
Showroom and Dudley’s Woodside Li¬ 
brary, are being rebuilt there.

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18 £32m revamp 
under way at 
business park 

A CEREMONY has marked the start of 
work on a multi-million pound scheme to 
build new industrial units in Tipton. 

Halesowen-based A&H Construction has 
been appointed by developers CEG to de¬ 
liver the revamp of Vaughan Park, a £32 
million scheme it is hoped will create up to 
1,000 jobs. 

CEG has secured planning permission 
from Sandwell Council to build five in¬ 
dustrial units totalling 80,000 sq ft. The 
scheme involves flattening most of the ex¬ 
isting buildings on land neighbouring the 
Thomas Dudley foundry and CAB Autos 
factory. 

Further work on the 28-acre site could 
see the business park expanded to 500,000 
sq ft of industrial and warehouse space. 

At a ceremony to break ground and mark 
the start of construction work, Sandwell’s 
regeneration cabinet member, Councillor 
Paul Moore, said it was encouraging to see 
another speculative commercial develop¬ 
ment taking place in the borough. 

He said: “There is no doubt that Sandwell 
offers businesses wishing to expand and 
grow a chance to move to an area at the 
forefront of industry, with established sup¬ 
ply chains, great access to the motorway 
network as well as a highly skilled work¬ 
force.” 

A&H Construction started work on the 
site last week and units will be ready later 
this year.

Claire’s got history all sewn up 


FROM a chainmaker in 
the forge to a barmaid at 
the Bottle and Glass - it’s 
seamstress Claire Dolman’s 
job to help bring the Black 
Country Living Museum’s 
costumed characters to life. 

Behind the scenes, Claire and her 
team of six volunteers are hard at 


work creating authentic-looking out¬ 
fits for around 200 staff. 

“The clothes are an important part 
of the story that we are trying to tell 
at the museum so we want them to 
be the best they can be and look cor¬ 
rect for the period we are focusing 
on,” says Claire, who has worked at 
the attraction for almost four years. 

Each costume is thoroughly re¬ 
searched by the team who will look at 


what someone of that age and class 
would have been wearing at the time, 
paying attention to all the details. 

“It’s easy to get influenced by what 
is fashionable now but we need to 
look at the colours and prints that 
would have been around then,” says 
41-year-old Claire, from Wolver¬ 
hampton, who uses a combination of 
original patterns, photographs and 
tailors’ books from the period. 


The museum’s collection of origi¬ 
nal clothing is also used to guide the 
team and then can also use them to 
make a pattern to create a replica 
garment. Materials such as wool and 
cotton come from a range of suppliers 
but sometimes inspiration will strike 
when Claire is out and about. 

“I found a duvet cover in Primark 
with a flower print that was spot-on 
for 1880s-style dress. As soon as I 


saw it, I knew I had seen something 
like it before from that period. I was 
pleased with how the dress turned 
out and it only took a day-and-a- 
half,” says Claire, who has always 
enjoyed sewing as a hobby. 

Hats had always proved a chal¬ 
lenge but Claire has taken a milli¬ 
nery course to help hone her skills. 
Claire also runs a knitting club at the 
museum.

that you’re sad aren’t 
working and you have to 
change.” 

He says the most important 
thing is that people take their 
characters seriously, even in 
shows as silly as The Play 
That Goes Wrong. 

“As the actor playing it, 


you can never show the audience that you find it 
funny. The character on stage has to be laughed 
at and not with. Sometimes you get characters 
^ who enjoy being laughed at and that’s fun 
for them. For actors I say you have to 
play it truthfully, like you’re playing 
a dramatic part. Treat it like 
I you’re doing a Chekhov 
play. Comedy isn’t 
easier than dramatic 
acting, it’s ten times 
as hard. You need the 
same dramatic truth 
that you have for the 
I character but in a 
L ridiculously absurd 
setting, whilst getting 
your blocking and 
your timing exactly 
right, otherwise you 
don’t get the laugh 
that you need for 
the show to move 
on. You’ve got to be 
both truthful and a 
master technician at 
the same time-and 
that’s hard.”

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No Lye-ing, this was perfect night out 


WE have a wonderful afternoon and evening. 
We had to - because it was by order of the 
Peaky Blinders! 

Having booked an evening meal at the Windsor 
Castle Inn in Lye we thought we’d try somewhere 
already renowned for its good food. And, perhaps just 
as importantly, a place that brewed its own award¬ 
winning beer on site and had a gin emporium. 

The Saturday just happened to clash with one of 
Sadler’s now famous Peaky Blinders-themed days 
and we were lucky to have stumbled across it. The 
only Peaky-style clothing I own is a Christmas T-shirt, 
which my wife, Kelly, banned me from wearing (it was 
approaching spring after all) so we went as we were. 


QUAINT 

However, many had made the effort and it really was 
a set back in time when we enjoyed a few meal drinks 
in Sadler’s Brewhouse & Bar, just behind Lye Railway 
Station, with live music and draft real ales. 

We then made our way to the Windsor Castle Inn, a 
five-minute walk, for our meal. The Windsor is a nice, 
quaint pub that always serves at least 10 of its own real 
ales. 

The brewery started in 1900, founded by Nathaniel 
Sadler, the great, great grandfather to Emily and Chris 
Sadler. It supplied its 12-tied public houses, the most 
famous being The Windsor Castle, the original brewery 
tap house, first based in Oldbury. 

Now in Lye, near Stourbridge, the brewery has once 
again become a thriving family-run microbrewery, 
owned by Chris Sadler, supplying public houses and 
supermarkets with Sadler’s cask and bottled ales 
throughout the Midlands and country. And there were 
plenty of groups enjoying brewery tours too - so if 
anyone fancies soaking up some of the pub’s rich 



history something like that would be worth a punt. The 
1920-inspired Dr Hardwicke’s Gin Emporium, which 
opened in the summer, also boasts more than 35 spirits. 

There was a little drama when we arrived as there had 
been a mix-up with our booking - and we didn’t exist 
according to their records. But after producing the email 
apologies were made and they found us a table for two. 
We were even offered a free round of drinks. 

As it was Peaky-themed night the pub was busy, so 
if you’re thinking of a romantic or quiet evening for two, 
it’s perhaps best to avoid such an evening. However, we 


loved the atmosphere and were treated superbly by the 
staff, who have also won awards for their service. 

So it was finally time to order some starters and I 
have to say we guessed right when we decided to share 
one because it was more than ample. We opted for the 
crab and scallop thermidor, which came with mixed 
leaves and homemade bread. Each homemade meal 
comes with a recommendation of the perfect pint of 
craft beer to accompany the food. For me, fish is always 
the number one option and luckily the Windsor Castle 
Inn has its fish delivered fresh from the markets every 



morning. The loin of cod, served with a seafood ragout, 
seasonal vegetables and a choice of dauphinoise or 
hand-cut chips stole the show. 

Kelly went for the pork medley, a trio of braised pork 
belly, pork and leek sausage, and grilled pork chop 
on a bed of creamy mashed potato served with black 
pudding, cider jus and seasonal vegetables. ‘Amazing’ 
was how she described it. 

So if you enjoy real ales, a selection of gins and some 
lovely homemade food, it’s worth giving The Windsor 
Castle Inn a try. JAMES DRIVER-FISHER

Fine ride and comfort will win friends 



The new Citroen C4 Cactus starts off on the right foot by simply being different to a slew of rivals all seemingly designed by hotheads

Hallelujah! A car maker has produced an 
affordable car that majors on comfort, won’t 
set a lap record round a race track and is not 
- ever - described as ‘sporty’. 

For goodness sake, it doesn’t even have a rev 
counter (when did you last look at yours?) and 
the suspension has 20 patents applied for and 
has one aim in life; to smooth away the bumpy 
horrors beneath the tyres. 

So, the new Citroen C4 Cactus starts off on 
the right foot by simply being different to a slew 
of rivals all seemingly designed by hotheads 
who would really rather be Lewis Hamilton. 

Then you discover that Citroen has added 
soundproofing to the car and made the rear 
screen thicker, all in the hunt for a quieter 
life on board. And still the car weighs less 
than its rivals, to the benefit of economy and 
emissions. 

Upmarket 

All this extra attention has been paid to a car 
that’s basically been around since 2014, when 
its standout feature was the big wodges of 
plastic padding along the flanks - Airbumps in 
Citroenspeak - with back-up protection on the 
car’s extremities. 

Well, they’ve been toned down drastically 
for the new C4 Cactus (vestiges can still be 
spotted on the car’s lower portions) as its 
maker attempts to add an upmarket feel to 
something they must have felt looked a bit too 
simply basic before. 

In the process an impressive 90 per cent 
of what you see is new, from a wider look to 
the front and rear and a choice of nine body 
colours and four colour packs that let you add 
touches of black, white, red or silver to front fog 
light trim and the reduced Airbump panels. 

Inside, the old C4 Cactus’s feel of more 
lounge than car continues and still looks as 
pleasantly different as ever, with four distinct 
styles on offer, all of them applied also to new 
seats that Citroen calls Advanced Comfort but 
which are really more the old ones with added 
padding - and comfy with it. 

Deeper thought is applied to the suspension, 
often a talking point in older and now defunct 
Citroen models. The new set-up is simpler than 
those but introduces welcome new thinking, 
with shock absorbers that do away with rubber 
bump stops and use extra hydraulic cushions 
at the extremities of suspension travel. 

And it works. Within a few metres of setting 


off you sense the new C4 Cactus is working 
hard on your behalf to isolate you and your 
passengers from the jolts and ridges that make 
up a modern road. It’s not the magic carpet 
ride Citroen boasts about, but it is instantly and 
continually more comfortable than its rivals. 

The car is a little shorter than, say, a VW Golf 
and has enough but hardly generous room in 
the rear seat. Boot capacity is good enough 
not to be a talking point either. 

Buy the cheapest new C4 Cactus - the 
£17,265 Feel Edition and you won’t have the 
clever suspension. You also won’t have much 
performance (105mph 13.1 seconds to 62mph) 
with a 1.2 litre non-turbo 81bhp petrol engine 
doing the work. 


Economy and emissions (61.4mpg combined 
and 105g/km) are respectable but it’s little 
wonder Citroen thinks the most popular 
newcomer will be dearer and perkier, in the 
shape of the £19,865 108bhp petrol model in 
Flair trim. 

Its performance and economy (117mph, 

9.4 seconds, 65.7mpg, lOOg/km) make a 
convincing case for this as the sweetspot of the 
new range, coming with the clever suspension 
and a range of standard kit from sat nav and 
17ins alloys to automatic air conditioning, big 
glass sunroof and active safety braking. 

Second least expensive of the new range is a 
Feel trimmed car (with the Feel Edition as entry 
level come-on), with prices from £17,965 and 


standard kit that includes 16ins alloy wheels, 
DAB radio, air conditioning, cruise control and 
a space saver spare wheel. 

As well as the 82 and 100 (metric) 
horsepower engines there’s a 130 horsepower 
version and a 100 hp diesel and the 110 model 
can be had with an automatic transmission 
(£21,165). 

Out on a mix of UK roads, the 130 hp C4 
Cactus impressed with a surprising turn of 
speed (and the pleasant thrum of a three- 
cylinder engine) and 49.5mpg on the trip 
computer suggests an economical life in 
the real world, where the car’s fine ride and 
emphasis on comfort are going to win it many 
friends.

Toyota’s C-HR is good value-for-money 

Toyota and Lexus dominate a list of 10 
best depreciation-busting hybrids. 

Automotive data experts have analysed 
the price of a range of hybrids to find 
which models lose the least money after 
one year of ownership 

Buyers looking for a good value-for- 
money hybrid should opt for a Toyota 
C-HR, according to automotive data 
experts Cap HPI. 

Thefunky-styled crossover, which 
was introduced late in 2016, topped a 
list of 10 depreciation-busting electrified 
vehicles, which looked at the price for 
new compared with the value after one 
year and 10,000 miles. 

According to Cap HPI, the C-HR 
retains 84.5 per cent in this time, losing 
about £4,000 from its average new price 
of £26,301. 

The list is dominated by Japanese 
sister companies Toyota and Lexus, 
which take six of the 10 spots. Behind 
the C-HR in second place is the Lexus 
NX SUV, which retains 79.5 per cent 
of its average new price of £38,976, 
while close behind in third is the Toyota 
Prius+, which holds 78.6 per cent of its 
£29,688 price. 

Cars from the Japanese manufacturers 
were also in fifth (Toyota Rav4, 77.4 per 
cent), seventh (Toyota Prius, 76.6 per 
cent), and ninth (Lexus IS, 74.4 per cent). 

Other vehicles were the Suzuki Ignis 
in fourth for retaining 78.3 per cent of its 
£13,444 price, and the Kia Niro in sixth 
and eighth for holding between 77.2 and 
74.8 per cent of its value, depending on 
the model. The Hyundai loniq propped 
up the list, retaining 74.1 per cent of its 
£21,740 purchase price. 


New Ford Fiesta ST gets package of the latest technology 



Ford has revealed that the new Fiesta ST will get 
a limited-slip differential and a newly patented 
suspension technology as it fights to outperform 
its much-loved predecessor. 

The previous generation hot supermini was widely 
regarded by the motoring press to be one of the best 
affordable drivers’ cars on the market while on sale 
between 2013 and 2017, so the updated version has 
been eagerly anticipated - and Ford is clearly not 
pulling any punches when it comes to surpassing the 
old model. 

An optional mechanical limited-slip differential (LSD) 
will be offered on the new ST, which will help to tame 
the power going through the front wheels, providing 
more grip when accelerating, particularly out of 
corners. 

The system is common on larger, more expensive 


hot hatches, but is incredibly rare in the fast supermini 
segment. Ford says it works in tandem with the 
company’s ‘torque vectoring control’ system, which 
uses the brakes to slow the inside wheel in corners to 
reduce understeer. 

Leo Roeks, European Ford performance director, 
said: “Performance car drivers will be familiar with the 
dreaded ‘one-wheel peel’, where a fast corner exit 
is hampered by an overload of torque to the inside 
wheel. 

“We’ve tuned the all-new Fiesta ST’s mechanical 
LSD option to work seamlessly with enhanced torque 
vectoring control to deliver the best possible natural 
traction without ‘burning away’ excess torque with 
brake interventions.” 

Ford has also created a new rear suspension set-up, 
which it calls ‘force vectoring springs’. The American 


car manufacturer says the technology stabilises the 
back of the car and provides better lateral stiffness, 
resulting in sharper turn-in without any compromise 
on comfort. The springs are 10kg lighter than the 
standard set-up, too. 

Under the bonnet sits a 1.5-litre three-cylinder petrol 
engine making 197bhp and 250Nm of torque. 

To make the most of the performance, the Fiesta 
ST gets a new launch control system, resulting in a 
0-60mph time of 6.5 seconds, while the top speed is 
144mph. 

Ford is yet to confirm the price of the new Fiesta ST, 
but expect it to approach £19,000 for the entry-level 
model on account of the heavy investment that’s gone 
into outclassing the old version, which topped out at 
around £18,000 in ST-3 guise. 

Deliveries are expected to begin in late spring. 
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New Ka+ line-up includes crossover

Ford has unveiled its new Ka+ range, 
which includes an SUV-inspired crossover. 

With a larger interior space than its 
predecessor, and a fresh tech update, the 
new range of Ford’s smallest car goes on sale 
later this year. 

Prices start from £10,795, with the Ka+ plus 
also available in either Studio or Zetec spec. 

Lifestyles 

The new Ka+ Active crossover is 23mm 
higher than its sister model, has a wider 
chassis, a larger front anti-roll bar, and comes 
equipped with roof rails - which Ford says 
supports active lifestyles. ‘Unique’ 15-inch 
alloy wheels and Canyon Ridge bronze paint 
are also offered. 

The Ka+ Active is the second Active car to 
be offered by the American manufacturer, 
following the launch of the Fiesta Active. 

Ford says the new Ka-i- Active crossover 
“further enhances” its compact five-door 
model, with its price making it more 
accessible to the wider market. 

The new range comes with a choice of 
powertrains, including Ford’s new 1.2-litre, 
three-cylinder petrol engine - offering 70bhp 
- and, for the first time on a Ka-i- model, a 
94bhp 1.5-litre TDCi diesel engine. 

Speaking about the inclusion of a crossover 
in the range, Roelant de Waard, vice president 
of marketing, sales and service, said: “Last 
year Ford sold more than 200,000 SUVs in 
Europe for the first time, and demand for SUV 
and crossover models has never been higher. 

“Our new Ford Ka-i- Active model will 
this year make the crossover affordable 



There’s now more inside space 


to even greater numbers of customers, 
with aspirational styling, sophisticated 
technologies customers would expect to see 
in much more expensive cars.” 

Other tech includes Ford’s SYNC 3 
communications and entertainment system 
via the 6.5-inch touchscreen, Apple CarPlay 
and Android Auto, rain-sensitive wipers, 
auto headlamps, heated windscreen, heated 
front seats, climate control, and rear parking 
sensors. 

Mr De Waard said: “Ford has sold more than 
61,000 Ka-i- models since we first introduced 
the it in late 2016, and now we’re offering 
customers even more choice with our first 
Ka-i- diesel engine for greater fuel-efficiency 
and cruising ability, and all-new petrol 
powertrains that are more responsive in town, 
all meeting the latest stringent emissions 
standards.”

and hatchbacks are on the decline. 

Crossover is normally used to refer to a car which 
combines some of the best features of a sports utility 
vehicle with an estate. But what if you throw into the 
mix the practicality of a people carrier and supercar 
performance? Well Audi has, with its new SQ5 and SQ7 
models (the numbers 5 and 7 refer to the number of 
seats) which offer luxury motoring combined with pace 
and performance which leave the opposition behind. 

Naturally you’ll pay a premium price, but actually less 
than some of its rivals - but you know you’re getting a 
car which performs and handles in the way you’d expect 
from a company with its long motorsport experience. 

It’s a formula that seems to work, as Audi’s sporting 
models are in demand, with sales bucking the trend and 
actually increasing despite the cost. 

Safety and traction in a wide variety of conditions are 
standard in both, with the renowned quattro four wheel 
drive system and torque control on individual wheels, 
allowing you to put the power down and stay on track. 

The SQ5, which starts at £51,925, is powered by a new 
3.0 litre, V6 petrol engine with 354Ps of power - up from 
standard Q7’s 252 and 286 in the top-performing petrol 
and diesel models respectively. Since it’s turbocharged, 
it also has a whopping 500Nm of torque on tap from as 
low as 1,700rpm. Not only does that mean a 0 to 62mph

sprint time of 5.4 seconds, it means progress is smooth 
and linear virtually from standstill. 

While the SQ7 is capable of crossing the odd 
muddy field or forest track, it isn’t meant as a serious 
mudplugger and that’s reflected in its suspension 
set-up and therefore it’s on-road manners. It has an 
electronically controlled continuous damping control, 
which reacts to changing conditions but can be set to 
the driver in either comfort or stiffer sporting modes. 

What is remarkable in such a large car - and even 
more so in the case of the larger but similarly equipped 
SQ7 - is just how well they handle. The feeling is one of 
driving a sports hatchback which belies their size: sharp, 
accurate steering (aided by the quattro and torque 
vectoring systems), quick turn-in to corners and smooth, 
roll-free cornering. The ride quality wouldn’t come in for 
criticism in a premium executive car. 

If you think the SQ5 is quick, the SQ7 (although bigger) 
is quicker still - in fact it’s in supercar territory with a 0 to 
62mph sprint time of under five seconds. 

It has 435Ps of power, but what makes it such a 
smooth performer is more the jaw-dropping 900Nm of 
pulling power which is on tap from 1,000rpm, barely 
above tickover. It’s also the more economical of the two 
(official average 39.3mpg compared to 34mpg for the 
SQ5’s 3.0 TSFI engine) but of course the initial outlay is 
higher - £73,945 to be exact. 

As well as it’s typical Audi ‘face’, the SQ7 shares its 
‘little’ brother’s auto transmission, quattro system and 
other driving dynamics and safety systems. 

Apart from being bigger on the outside, it also has 
seven seats in a flexible arrangement depending on the 
needs of individual passengers or cargo. 

Both cars are equipped as you’d expect of top of 
the range premium models, from comprehensive 
infotainment and connectivity systems to sumptuous 
leather upholstery and climate control, Plus, of 
course, Audi’s ‘virtual cockpit’ - the multi-adjustable, 
digital instrument display which is among the most 
comprehensive and clear in the business. 

Both cars stand out because they provide an excellent 
driving experience with no compromise for the sort of 
serious off-roading where, let’s face it, few premium 
SUVs are ever likely to venture. 

For the owner/driver, the two SQs provide practical 
family transport without having to sacrifice driver 
pleasure.

A KARATE ace has rekindled his love 
for the sport thanks to his stepson’s 
curiosity.

Joseph had run a successful academy in Ipswich, 
but left it behind to move to Staffordshire with his 
wife. Following the gentle nudge from Leo, Joseph 
set up JGM Karate Academy in Norton Canes, 
near Cannock, and his current crop are beginning 
to replicate his success. 

Three of them have picked up medals at national 
level, just two years since he opened the academy. 

“Leo was searching through some stuff and just 
happened to stumble across my medals and tro¬ 
phies in a box,” said Joseph. 

Impressive 

“He asked me if I would teach him, and that’s 
where it all started, really. I had an academy back 
in Ipswich which me and my brother ran, and we 
had a lot of success there - some of our students 
won some very impressive medals.” 

The JGM Karate Academy now boasts more 
than 100 members - the oldest a grandmother in 
her 70s - with training at Jerome Primary School, 
Norton Canes Community Centre and Burntwood 
Leisure Centre. The club’s first black belt vies to 
become a Dan in April and other club members are 
on their way to claiming belts. 

Joseph accepts members from all age groups, 
backgrounds and abilities, and they have recently 
competed at the Kyu Grade English National 
Championships - picking up four medals.

silver in the Kumite, making her a double national 
medalist. “Mya is looking at attending the British 
Championships in May, and we’re working very 
closely with her,” said Joseph. 

“To be able to compete in both styles at her age 
is a fantastic achievement. 

“There’s international championships later in 
the year, in Poland and Venice. There’s a chance 
we could have members competing in those too.” 

There has also been success at the USA Open, 
Central England Championships, The Yorkshire 
Open and the KAA National Championships. 

“We have very high hopes for them and their 
futures,” added Joseph. 

But while there is success on the mat, Joseph 
admits money is sometimes a cause for concern, 
especially since Karate England cut the funding it 
used to provide. 

“The students deserve recognition, and the 
sport needs it,” he said. “We’re actively looking 
for sponsorships because equipment and travel to 
tournaments and such doesn’t come free. 

“Without the recognition and the Press for 
these events, people don’t know we need the 
sponsorship and it can be difficult at times. At the 
moment, parents fund the majority of event par¬ 


ticipation, and we do what we can to help. 

“For the English Nationals, we put on a raffle 
at the Christmas party. People were very kind and 
we made £100 for the students, which we contrib¬ 
uted towards the competitors’ fees, meaning they 
paid around £15 per event.” 

A 100 Kata challenge last week has so far raised 
around £350 which will help towards tournament 
entry and travel. More than 20 club members took 
part in the challenge to do 100 Katas. 

Joseph himself has also been sent back to school 
to learn a new style for his students. “I regraded 
Shotokan to help some of my students. It was a 
certainly a challenge!” he said. 

“It was a lot of hard work and a lot of late nights, 
but I got there. It’s very interesting the difference 
in fitness and strength conditioning required, but 
it sparks my enjoyment to be learning something 
new, and to develop and push myself.” 

Discipline 

Though his students’ medals are at the fore¬ 
front of his success, the 33-year-old says there 
are many more rewarding factors to teaching. It’s 
something he says has taken him by surprise. I 
was telling my wife, it’s almost unbelievable the 
variety of reasons that we have people come to the 
academy,” he added. 

“We’ve had people coming looking to learn basic 
self-defence, some coming to improve their fitness. 
You kind of expect those, but then on the other 
side of the spectrum we’ve had people come who 
are low on confidence and who use it help them 
grow. 

“Some come because they perhaps struggle to 
manage their anger, and the sport helps teach 
them discipline. We really have helped people in 
all ways, and it’s very rewarding.” 

With karate now an official sport for the 2020 
Olympics, Joseph hopes the academy can grow in 
line with the sport. 

“We’re looking to start a karate league soon and 
invite other clubs in the area so that we can raise 
the competition standard.”
